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FLIMSY EXCUSES OF 


THE PAPER MANUFACTURERS. 
Some rattier Ingenuous reasons were 
given by the paper m anufacturera for 
the advanced cost of print paper, at 
the hearing before the Federal Trade 
commission at Chicago last Saturday. 
Perhaps 
the 
two 
most 
worthy 
of note were theae: 
One concern had 
been forced by the insistent demands 
of its employes to furnish them with 
a bath tub; a manufacturer had dis* 
covered that the selling price of pa­ 
par in the past had been too low. 
For the magnamity of a m anufac­ 
turer who had bestowed bathing priv­ 
ileges upon his employes too much 
cannot be said. 
It is true th at he 
had exacted heavy tribute from de­ 
fenseless publishers, 
and 
that 
he 
could well afford to make the con­ 
cession. 
Yet, he might have found it 
profitable to import the “unwashed" 
Turk as a mill 
hand and thus have 
been spared an additional outlay. 
That the coat of paper in the past 
was too low is a startling revelation. 
How the manufacturers, 
with 
their 
well regulated ledgers could have been 
guilty of such gross negligence as to 
fall to note that their business was 
being conducted at a financial sacri­ 
fice, is rather hard to fathom, espec­ 
ially 
in view of the fact th at they 
were so quick 
to find a m eans of 
holding up the publishers when the 
European war got well under way. 
Their lack of past perspicacity is al­ 
most bum Hating. 
So far, the only cheerful note in 
the investigation of the price of print 
paper is the expressed willingness of 
the m anufacturers 
to 
allow . small 
newspapers the same prices granted 
large ones, provided they pool their 
interests and buy in sufficient quant­ 
ities, 
This ruling should afford the 
Tennessee Valley Press association an 
opportunity to show the real useful­ 
ness of the organization. 


THE LABOR j^QENT. 
A num ber of stories have been pub­ 
lished in the Daily recently regard­ 
ing the activity of a labor agent in 
Albany and Decatur; several official 
inquiries have been made regarding 
the agent’s operations, but so far as 
the Daily knows no step actually has 
been taken to curb him. 
. I t is reported that negroes are be­ 
ing sent away by the hundreds and 
that others will follow from this sec­ 
tion. 
If the negroes choose to leave 
the 
community, there Is no law to 
stop them. 
If they want 
to 
seek 
more fertile pastures, there fs no one 
who can hold them back. 
The right 
to go where they please is guaranteed 
by the constitution of 
the 
United 
States. 
It will never be changed. 
But there are laws that 
prohibit 
any person attempting to Incite race 
hatred, and, from the persistent re­ 
ports, that is just what 
the 
labor 
Bgept here Is doing. 
Stories of but­ 
chery to come to the negroes rem ain­ 
ing her e have been repeated often, 
these reports say. The natural sense 
of fear, inborn in every negro, has 
been played upon, until in some Quar­ 
ters they are frantic, it fg said. 
W hether these reports are true or 
false, is not within the province of 
the Daily to determine. It does seem, 
however, that if they are false and 
only open and above-board methods 
have been employed to obtain the 
consent of negroes to leave here, Mr.
